ASHES OF BONAR LAW 
IN WESTMINSTER ABBEY 


Premiers of the Dominions and 
Members of Royal Family 
Present at Ceremony.

Andrew Bonar Law, who was for 
seven months Prime Minister of 
Great Britain anc perhaps the most 
modest man upon whom that honor 
ever was conferred, were entombed 
today in great Westminster Abbey.

A national memorial to the late 
Bishop Daniel Sylvester Tuttle, pre-

Japanese Writer Describes 
Great Electrical Goods 
Factory, Model of Western 
Efficiency, Which Is Train- 
ing Engineers. 


The following article is the second 
of a series upon the industrializa- 
tion and entire reconstruction of 


Japan by Adachi Kinnosuke,.a dis- 
tinguished Japanese joufrndlist who 
has recently returned to the United 


States after making a long and 


careful.investigation of conditions in 
Japan. 


By ADACHI KINNOSUKE. 
Nowadays America has too much 


an international stage. But now and 
then she forgets herself when the 
drama gets really too big even for 
the far-famed American sense of 
humor. That is precisely what must 
have happened in the case of build- 
ing up the electrical enterprises in 
Japan. America is not only playing 
the star role in it but also she is 
making a one-man show of it. 

I wished to see with my own eyes 
a striking example of this star per- 
formance of America. So on anvearly 
summer morning this year I took a 
train out of Toklo. 


I stepped off at Kawasaki and 
stood literally face to face with per- 
haps the most modern enterprise in 
the whole of the empire. It was 
an American-Japanese joint enter- 
prise. This is interesting, for, as all 
the world knows, there is a good 
deaj of blue talk about this sort >f 


this Kawasaki concern is still more 
interesting, for it works. The name 
of the corporation is the Tokio Elec- 
tric Co. 

For years and years it prospered 
under the presidency and manage- 
ment of the late Dr. I. Fujioka and 
his Japanese staff. Today an Amer- 
ican whose name America does not 
seem to kn6w very well is the presi- 
dent of.it, Mr. J. P. Geary. It has 
an American vice president also. 
Both of these gentZemen leave the 
management o€ thé 10,000,000-yen 
($5,000,000) plant (and the actual 
value of th® property is unquestion- 
ably four or five times the nominal 
capitalization) entirely to the Jap- 
anese staff. 

‘Americans Do Not Interfere. 
“They do not interfere with opr 
doings even by so much as the lift- 
ing of an eye,” so one of the officers 
who conducted me through the 
plant told me.

Its 
electric light bulbs 
amounts to 25,000,000 a year. This 
company in Japan manufactures 
about one-eighth of the total output 
of all the American shops in that 
particular line of goods.

Co. of America, for Japan. And what 
‘is equally important, the technical 
men from this Kawasaki factory ar 
being trained in the shops of the 
General Electric Co in large num- 
bdrs, so that they may have the ad- 
vantage of learning at first hand al!

electrical industry in America.

Mr. Lioyd George’s speeches were devoted to 
various phases of the same subject—the future 
of Europe and the relation of America to it.

the sun that could redeem civilization. 

Just what the effect of this appeal wil] have 
been cannot be definitely estimated. America is 
still mentally dazed by Eurapean politics. It 
Khows that there was a hloody emergency to be 
met in that quarter a few years age; it knows 
with what fervor, effort and sacrifice the situa- 
tion was met; it is disappointed with the results: 
its normal judgment has been infected by domestic 
partisan politics; and it is left in a state of con- 
fusion which its own prosperity has done much 
to crowd into oblivion. 

Yet, there are compensating developments. The 
hobgoblin of fright set up by the. irreconcilables 
has lost its pungency. German-Americans have 
been disillusioned. The near paralysis of the 
State Department has inspired no confidence and 
little admiration. Lloyd George has added prob- 
ably the most powerful single voice in the world 
to America’s inner. voice of conviction that a 
glorious victory has been followed by an ignomin- 
ious peace through which America, after firing its 
guns and .pouring its blood and gold on the battle- 
field, has not so much as expressed an official 
opinion. -

TELLTALE FIGURES. | 
In a letter to Comptroller Nolte the Bureau vee 
Municipal Research submits statistical details show-| 
ing that the garbage incinerator at the foot of 
Chouteau avenue operates at a capacity 80 much 
below the standard of the acceptance test that the 
loss to the city because of the deficiency runs to 
$44,843 a vear. Cost of disposal according to the 
acceptance test would ‘have been but $1.898 a ton, 
whereas, over a period of 125 days the cost was 
actually $3.455 a ton. The Bureau challenges 
any attempt to discredit its figures. 

To place garbage disposal on 4 basis of effi- 
ciency the Bureau recommends that, one of the 
fdilowing alternatives be adopted by the city: 

a. Suspend operation of the incinerator 
and dispose of all garbage by barge under the 
Klein and Katz contract. 

b. Correct the defects of management and 
operation so that the incinerator can operate 
at ‘its guaranteed efficiency which will reduce 
the cost to a point 42 cents per ton below the 


cost of barge disposal. 
c. Consider the possibility of installing 


equipment that will permit the incineration of 
all the city’s garbage and the utilization of the 


heat for the development of power at a profit. 
The findings of the Bureau but illustrate wit
